a gentle hand - and a list of goals a mile 
long - Chris Swartz and Michael O’Brien 
arc quietly determined to save the Snake 
River. 

_Or,Dllcast,. their 300 acres of it. 

O'Brien and Swartz work for The Nature 
Conservancy at the Thousand Springs 
'Preserve southwest of Wendell, living since 
November at the base of one of the only 
undeveloped springs left on the Snake River. 

“ — It’s a placc'whcrc blue heron and snowy- 
egret dot the calm waters, where mists from 
the rushing springs cloud the dry valley, 
where the river is so clear you can see tiny 
— snail shells and grains of clean -sand five-feet- 
below the surface. 

For Swartz and O’Brien, it is heaven on • 
earth. 

“There are very few places like this left 
anywhere,” Swartz said as she climbed a 
narrow animal trail into a rimrock alcove, 
searching^ the cliffs overhead for the bald 
, .caglcs anrt^howks.that live thcre._“W^ 
fccl.vcry;fortunatc io livc and'work in.a/ 
place like this.” , _ • ' • 

The Nature Conservancy, a private, non- 
profit organization with more than 60 field 
offices in the U.S. and Latin America, i 
acquired the Thousand Springs property I 
from the estate of U.S. District Judge Willis I 
W. Ritter in 198 5 for SI .2 million — cash 
that was raised in-state, Swartz said. 

The current preserve land was originally 
developed as a farm by wealthy Utah mnven 
Minnie Miller in thc'cnrly part of this 
century.

in-stream rights, are named for her. ‘Minnie , 
Miller Springs, cascading down the rimrock 
cliffs at 450 cubic feet per second, arc 
unique not only in name, however. 

The water that rashes from the block rock 
today comes from the Snnkc River Plain 
Aquifer. It mi^t have been part of the Big 
Lost River and disappeared into the porous 
lava rock of the Arco Desert 150 miles to the 
northeast about the time the Oregon Trail 
was opened. 

O’Brien likes to tell visitors that the water 
a farmer puts into the ground today will be, 
the springs from which his dcsccndents will 
drink many generations from now. “Minnie 
Miller was one of those rare people that 
could look ahead and see what life might be 
like for her great-great-grandchildren if 
places like this were not preserved.” 

As part of the 1985 purchase, the 
conservancy also acquired the historic Payne 
Ferry building, also known as the 
Bonneview House - one of Hogerman s 
original structures. 

O’Brien and Swartz are painstakingly 
renovating the old house, including the cozy, 
low-ceillngcd coach room, where travelers 
would take respite after b ride across the 
Snak'c River on the ferry. _ 

The skill and enthusiasm with which 
O’Brien and Swaru tackle every task nt the 
reserve belies the fact that they arc fairly 
new to The Nature Conservancy team.

“I bet there’s a way the fish farms can 
exist and still have clean water going back; 
into the Snake," O’Brien said. “1 think you 
can have both.”

NASA began the countdown 

Sunday for the first shuttle flight of 
the year, a laboratory research mis- 
sion by' Discovery that will examine 
the effects of weightlessness on peo- 
ple; plants and bugs.

Discovery’s astronauts will spend 
most of their time in orbit conduct- 
ing experiments inside Spacelab. a 
pressurized module occupying near- 
ly half the cargo bay.- It is the first 
Spacelab mission since last June.

Other laboratory specimens, con- 
tributed by scientists from around 
the world, include yeast, bacteria, 
slime mold, frog eggs and sperm, fe- 
tal mouse bones, hamster kidney 
culls and human blood cells. 

Scientists hope the human medical 
tests will provide a better under- 
biundiiig of space motion sickness 
and back pain, frequently suffered 
by astronauts in orbit.

“Wc get a lot of tourists that come to

operate,” said Terry Huddleston, farm 
• operations manager for Clear Springs.

Tax exempt card legislation on the way This week at csi 


BOISE (AP) — Idahoans arc .in an uproar over 
the state’s new sales tux exemption system.- but 
legislation is coming to the rescue from several 
fronts.— - 

Under a law passed by the Legislature in 1 990. 
groups seeking an exemption from soles tax must 
present a tax exemption card for purchases made 
aficr Jan. I. It shifts the burden from the seller to 
the buyer to prove the purchase was exempt from 
Idaho’s 5 percen^sales tux. 

Legislation has been introduced in the Idaho 
House to resolve complaints that the new system 
lis u paper nightmare and an invasion of privacy, 

. state Tax Commissioner Robert Fry said. 

A second bill that would modify the system 
‘even further should be introduced this week, said 
Rep. Celia Gould, R-Buhl. 

•• "We’ve heard a lot of complaints statewide 
with respect to the documentation requirements. 
Inot only from purchasers, but vendors as well,” 
Fry said. 

The bill to reform the new approach was 


Idaho 
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written by Fry, business people and state 
ofllcials. 

"It is helpful to both buyer and seller, and 
frankly, it’s a reduction from the state’s 
perspective, of unnecessary paperwork,” Fry said. 
Because of the confusion over the new law, the 
Tax Commission is giving everyone involved 
until April 1 to comply. 

Tlic SIO card is used when a buyer purchases 
goods for resale, exempt goods for occupations 
like farming, or is part of a group that does not 
have to pay sales tax. 

But many buyers do not like divulging their 
addresses and.

iLatino boycott of schools^ocks small-faiin town-

i' DINUBA, Calif. — Maria Echo- 
ivcrria, her 9-year-old twins in her lap, 
,sits in the small living room of a 
;friend’s cramped home and says 
nothing would make her prouder than 
•seeing her five children graduate from 
college. 

That is the reason she gives for 
pulling her children from the Dinuba 
schools, and joining a six-week-old 
hoyentt hv Latino parents that is 
-.tearing this San Joaquin Valley 
tfonping town apart. 

. In the white-run Dinuba schools, 
jhe says, her brown-skinned kids 
.were being taught to work in the 
packing houses or tomato fields,' not 
educoted to attend the University of 
'California or Harvord. At home, she 
•at least knows the children arc 
/reading — they read aloud in front of 
ihcr. “What do they miss? Not much,” 
Echeverria, herself a college 
.graduate, says in disgust. 


The radical nature of the boycott 
and Latino-led campaign for better 
schools has shocked Dinuba, a dot on 
the map that Schools Superintendent 
Mark Fabrizio calls a “conservative 
form town,” the kind of place where 
old-time'rs still show up for the 
Dinuba High School commencement 
50 years after they fought for the 
Green *n' White. 

In the past month, in addition to the 
classroom boycott, there have been 
marches through town by hundreds of 
Latmos, calls lor a boycott ot whitc- 
owned businesses and even an' egg- 
throwing melcc at a school board 
meeting at which nine people were 
arrested. Another big rally is set for 
this weekend. 

It is cause that many expect to 
become more popular in the. form 
• towns sprinkled across the San 
Joaquin Volley. With their numbers 
swelling, Latino parents increasingly 
are protesting the quality of public 
education in school districts where 


nearly all Board of Education 
members ond most teachers are 
Anglo. Latino parents have a “deep- 
seated frusuution” over high drop-out 
rates, low expectations for their 
children by Anglo educators, and 
limp attempts to hire minority 
teachers, said Teresa Perez, acting 
chair of the teacher-training 
departmental California State 
University, Fresno. 

“Places like Dinuba, rural places, 
are accustomed to looking at 
"Hlspanlcs as betngTspccralljrsoited- 
for farm work," Perez said, adding; 
"You still see some of the perception 
that certain groups are not able to

In Dinuba, for all its drive-in 
restaurants, high school football 
gomes and youth soccer leagues, the 
rancorous fight is tarnishing the 
town's American Grafliti facade.

Every decade the Legislature must 
change legislative district boundaries to 
reflect population changes and keep each 
district roughly even in population.

If n court found the numbers worked out 
better in a 30-district Legislature, it might 
adopt that plan - which means there would 
be 36 fewer legislators next time around.

That’s what the 
rcapportionment battles arc all about - 
protecting the maximum number of 
incumbents. 

"Only by^hance will an incumbent be 
able to avoiil running against another 
incumbent." the memo said. 

And finally - a horrible prospect for 
House members. The memo notes that the 
Idaho Constitution does not require two 
representatives from each district, along 
with one senator. It .says only, tliat "no 
more than two" may be used. 

• It’s possible that a court-drawn plan 
could call foe just one representative per 
district, or as few as 30 overall. 

Who knows’.' The pro.spccl of a 
Legislature of60 members. 30 in the 
Hou.se and 30 in the Senate, might be 
appealing in a year when there might not 
be enough money to run state government 
as it has been mn in the past.

Hopkinson execution won t kill killers L^ke

CHEYENNE. Wyo. (AP) — Wyo- 
ming's first execution in 26 years, if 
carried out Wednesday, will end whal 
has become perhaps the state's most 
intriguing murder saga but will not 
bring to justice the actual killers. 

If Mark Hopkinson is pul to death 
as scheduled at 12:30 a.m. Wednes- 
day the state will have executed a 
man convicted of ordering the deaths 
of ah Evanston attorney and two 
members of his family, as well ns the 
slaying of an acquaintance set to testi- 
fy against him. 

But since the state first painted the 
. cnrrfiH nieflire npainst Hopkinson 12 


years ago. it has failed to bnng to jus- 
tice the murderers who used cigar- 
ettes as pokers on Jeffrey Lynn Green 
and burned more than l(W holes in 
his body before shooting him. 

Even though the jurors who handed 


Hopkinson the death sentence were 
promised That the killers would soon 
be behind bars, they are still bn the 
loose. 

The case has spent the past dozen 
years traveling from stale district 
court up the legal rungs to the, U.S. 
Supreme Court and b.ick several 
times. It has consumed reams of pa- 
per in appeals and opinions and of 
late has generated intcm.itional pleas 
for clemency. 

Ironically. Gerry Spence, the famed 
Jackson lawyer and special prosecu- 
tor who convinced jurors to sentence 
Hopkinson to death, has urged Gov. 


iVlIKC oumvail 

old Hopkinson. All the while Hopkin- 
son. like most death row inmates, has 
maintained his innocence. 

But while the justice system has 
not believed him. a nagging question 


remains, Who actually killed Jeft 
Green? 

Hopkinson's first death penalty 
was overtumed on appeal to the 
Wyoming Supreme Court because the 
jury was given erroneous infonnaiion 
about Hopkinson's past crirninal 
record. 

Another jury rcimposed the death 
sentence during a second penalty 
phase hearing in 1982. It was at that 
second hearing lhal former Uinta 
County Sheriff Leonard Hyscll said 
he knew who the killers were and that 
their arrest was imminent.

ther botched the investigation, gave 
the killers immunity, or is not bring- 
ing them forward because their testi- 
mony could exonerate Hopkinson.

1964.

2S. 1963. at the Lincoln Memorial in 
Washington. D.C.: 

“I have a dream that one day this 
nation will rise up and live out the 
-true-meaning. of. its.crecd:. 'We hold 
these truths to be sel f-evident: that 
all men arc created equal.' .i. And 
this will be the day ... when all of 
God’s children will be able to sing 
with new meaning, 'My country ‘tis 
of thcc, sweet land of liberty, of thee 
I sing. Land where my fathers died, 
land of the Pilgrims' pride, from 
every mountainside, let freedom 
ring.' 

“And when this happens ... when 
we allow freedom to ring ... from

Army still withholds names of Gulf’s friendly fire dead

WASHINGTON — Five months 
after the Army acknowledged that 
friendly fire killed 21 of its sol- 
diers in the Persian Gulf Wur.-tt- 
cuniimies to refuse to disclose their 
names despite repeated errors in 
published accounts of the war. The 
result, according to authors and 
journalists, is a false first draft of 
the history of the war. 

The Army has not uitumpied to 
correct the errors, in which soldiers 
killed accidentally by (heir U.S. 
comrades are described us dying at 
the hands of Iraqi forces. . . 

Spokesmen said the Army's pol- 
icy. which they described as an ef- 
fort to protect the privacy of those 
involved*, is to tell no one but the 
dead soldier’s nearest relative of 
(he circumstances of his death. 

The Marine Corps has released 
the names of its 14 friendly fire 
deaths. 

As recently as this week, a vivid 
reconstruction of a battle by U.S. 
News & World Report reported 
that Sgt. Edwin Kulz and Sgt. Ken- 
neth Gentry perished when Iraqi T- 
72 tanks destroyed their Bradley 
Fighting Vehicles, A similar ac- 
cuiini broadcast Jan. 10 on ABC's 
"Niglttlinc.” prepared with the as- 
sistance of U.S. News reporters, 
also left the impression that Gentry 
died at the hands of Iraq’s Republi- 
can Guard. 

In fact... Kulz. and Gentry, were 
killed by American tank gunners. 
A March 14. 1991, Amty memo- 
randum obtained under the Free- 
dom of Information Act said radio- 
logical evidence esitiblishcd that 
the two Bradleys were destroyed 
by a kind of I2()nim "depleted ura- 


nium" shell fired only by Ameri- 
can M-lAl iiink.s. 

The Army censored the names 
when it released the memorandum, 
but sources said the two Bradleys 
— Alpha 22 and Alpha 24 of the 
4th Squadron, 7ih Cavalry — were 
the ones in which Kutz und Gentry 
died. 

The Post obtained the. names of 
all friendly fire fatalities In a 
monthlong investigation late' lust 
fall. The names, lutcr confirmed by 
senior Army sources, were com- 
piled from the censored Army in- 
vestigations. a complete list of war 
casualties .and imerviews with sol- 
diers and their families^ 

The U.S. News report was an ex- 
cerpt from the magazine’s forth- 
coming book. "Triumph Without 
Victory.” 

"The friendly fire statistics were 
certainly liigh. and 1 can see that 
that causes the Pentagon .some con- 
sternation, but facts arc facts and if 
wc reported something and it turns 
out now not to be. true. I would 
think that it would be in someone’s 
interest bver there to let us know 
tluil," said Brian Duffy, assistant 
managing editor for investigations 
at U.S. News. _ ' 


'This book is about to go into a 
second printing, and wc would cor- 
rect that." 

Duffy und co-author Peter Cary, 
u U.S. News senior editor, said 
their version of Kutz and Gentry's 
deaths relied on eyewitness ac- 
counts from interviews conducted 
lust summer.

Still, it was Bntish commander Gen. 
Peter dc la Billicre who summed up 
the wan.

■How docs modern. bridge com- 
pare wllh bridge played 50 years 
. ago?" asks a reader. 

Rather than admit to ancient per- 
sonal knowledge. I can refer to an 
article in a recent issue of The 
Bridge World magazine. Along with 
current topics, this monthly maga- 
zine includes occasional memora- 
bilia from editions of decades past.

94lh St.. New York, NY 10025). 

Alfred Sheinwold wrote of two 
fictional Royal Air Force types dur- 
ing World War II. Lt. Hughes found 
a spectacular way lo make his re- 
doubled game. 

He ruffed the first spade, cashed 
the diamond acc and ruffed a dia- 
mond, dropping West’s king. How.to. 
proceed? 

A crossruff would prevent a huge 
penalty: however, no RtA.F. pilot 
would ever concede defeat. So Ll 
H ughes found the way to success. 

He drew all of West's trumps and 
then played a low club, dropping 
West's ace. West could do no better 
than cash two high spades and then 
lead a spade to dummy's jack. 
Hughes then claimed his game via 
five trumps, two high diamonds, a 
diamond ruff, one- spade and the 
club king. 

Hughes read the distribution ac- 
curately. West didn't rate lo have a 
seven-card suit, and East's rescue 
placed him with six clubs. Ergo. 
West’s high-card structure and dis- 
tribution became an open book. 

To answer the reader's question, 
it's difficult to judge how good the 
play really was back then. All that 
the article proves is that the writing 
was entertaining, as It still is.
